Although local doctors and 

their nurses donate their ser­ 
vices without charge in examin­ 
ing draftees, county officials 
still are hesitant to allow these 
doctors and nurses to use coun- 
ty-owned equipment in county 
health centers.

Only 1,913 persons were em­ 
ployed on WPA projects spon­
